Blaine’s Examination. 

VASHINGTON, April 26.—The Foreign Af- 
fairs Committee resumed the examination of 
Biaine this morning, who said he had ex- 
amined the diary of the late President, who 
had been in the habit for years of keeping a 
minute account of his daily transactions, and 
found that neither Sbhipherd nor Hurlbut 
nor the Cochet claims of the Peruvian Com- 
pany are mentioned. Neither does his pri- 
vate secretary remember ever to have heard 
him mention them. None of these South 
Amerizan dispatches were prepared during 
the Presiden\’s sickness. Biaine mentioned 
the fact of certain dispatches which were 
biocked out before the President was shot, 
but which remained in statu quo 
until after the succession of President 
Arthur. In explauation of President 
Gartieid’s views upon the subject, Blaine 
said: **President Garfield, in conversation 
with me, said Mr. Lincoln directed Secretary 
Seward to bring all foreign matters to him 
and not to the Cabinet, unless he’so desired.” 
Coatinued Blaine: **From that time forward I 
gever submitted anything to the Cabinet 
which invoived a permanent policy or change 
of policy, and no step which would involve a 
change of policy on the part of this Govern- 
meut was ever taken by me without first sub- 
mitting it tothe President- and receiving his 
entire: approval and direction.” 

Blaine alluded to tbe efforts which had 
been made t fix upon him (Biaine) the 
responsibil.ty for K certain policy 
towards tbe South American States whicn 
was calculated ts involve this country seri- 
ously and continued: 

‘*T <jon’t desire to assume 
THAT PRESIDENT ARTUCUR IS RESPONSIBLE 
for any such effort. I acquit him entirely, 
but I desire at this time to place this matter 
before the committee fairly.”” 

slaine then producedthe original draft of 
the instructions whicb were given Trescott, 
which be read end pointed out the correc- 
tions which had been made by the President, 
some of them at bis (Biaine’s) suggestion,and 
commented upon the corrections and their 
wants and dewerits. He added, “I do not, 
by any mieansg find fault with 
the President for changing his mind, but this 
is the original draft of instructions to whigh 
President Arthur gave his consent,and which 
following precedent, I kept.

Women in Russia. 
From the Fortnightly Review. 

In Russia, where in toe middie classes the 
seclusion of women was even a few years ago 
nearly as great as ia a harem, the advocate of 
women’s rights would to-day find little to de- 
mand for any class of females above the level 
of the peasantrv. The moujik still adminis- 
ters corporal chastisement to his wife as he 
would to his child, and his right to doso, 


though denied by the written law, is tacitly 
acknowledged in practiow. The girl, how 


ever, 


whose brother has been described as going to 
the Lycee and subsequently to the 
university, is nearly as  independ- 
ent as her male reiations. Like her 
brother, and from similar causes, she too 
often becomes disgusted with her home, and 
determines to seek what she imagines to be 
the delights of the independent life led by 
the numerous female students who follow 
various university courses, and particularly 
that of medicine. Sometimes, when her par- 
ents refuse her permission to leave home, 
she simply runs away, and having no pass- 
port, her position at once becomes illed¢al, 
and she et finds her companions 
among those who, like herseif, have got into 
some trouble with the authorities. In some 
cases enthusiasts like Solovieff, who fired at 
the late Czarin April, 1879, marry girls with 
whom they have scarcely any acquaintance, 
and for whom they bave no feeling of affection, 
merely to free them from the obligation of 
obtaining a passport from their parents, and 
their consent to leave home. The young 
husband and wife proceed together to the 
university town, and there, having no par- 
ticular taste for each other’s society, they 
often separate immediately, and even where 
they would desire to maintain their mutual 
connection, the pressure of poverty and the 
dificulties of their position frequently oblige 
them to part company. 

Even without the specially demoralizing 
effect of such circumstances as I have just 
mentioned, the general influences of life at 
the universities are most injurious to the 
majority of the young women who frequent 
them. The ideas of family ties and of the 
obligations of married life which prevail in 
the homes of the students are probably lax 
enough, but even these are cast to the winds 
by the young men and women who adopt a 
code of moruais of their own in the Bohemian 
society of which they have become mem- 
bers. Parental authority, which a few 
years ago was such a marked feature in do- 
mestic life in Russia, has becomeathing of 
the past as far as rezards the majority of the 
students, and university and Government 
Officials are equally condemned. The mystic 
reverence for the Czar appears absurd to the 
young philosophers, and tbe Church itself is 
despised by those who have learnt to recog- 
nize the ignorance of l1ts ministers and the 
superstition w.th which its rights are prac- 
ticed by the ignorant masses.

A TERRIBLE TEMPTATION. 

Judge LAUGHLIN’S business is to try crim- 
ina! cases. It is not his business to pass laws. 
It is not his business to amend them, It is 
not bis business to repea! them. It is not 
his business to examine into their wisdom or 
‘constitutionality. That is reserved to the 
Legislature and the Supreme Court. Judge 
LAUGHLIN is simply atrial judge. He is aot 
a court of appeals. He cannot go behind the 
law as itstands. Yet Judge LAUGHLIN has 
alreacy taken into most scrious and prolonged 
consideration the very question whether he 
can utterly abolish and wipe out a law now 
upon the statute book. 

For let it be distinctly understood—what 
is now £0 generally misunderstood—that 
if Judge LAUGHLIN’sS§ decision should 
be, as it is, alas, expected to be, 
in favor of the gamblers, it will be pre- 
cisely as though the Legislature had not pass- 
ed the JOHNSON law at all, or as if it had re- 
pealed it, or as if it had been deciared uncon- 
stitutional by the Court of Appeals. 

The worst of itis that under the most ex- 
traordinary condition of the law there is no 
appealfrom Mr. LAUGHLIN’S decision by the 
State. The gambler can appeal. The State 
cannot. Thus, if Mr. LAUGHLIN decides in 
favor of the gamblers, his decision would be 
a finality, beyond appeal or change! 

His decision would mean that the Legislature 
did. not pass the lawina proper manner; 


thus it was no /aw at ail, and, therefore, al! 
proceedings and indictments were null and 
| void. 
| Andthe State could not appeal, could do 
'mothing against such a decision except to 
' submit and wait till the next Legislature met 
and passed another Jaw, which some other 
Judge might again nullifv at his pleasure. 
That this is the monstrous state of the 


pains to ascertain beyond doubt, All the 
authorities on criminal law that have been 
consuited hoeid the same view. 

The revised statutes, following in fact the 
language of the old statute on the subject, 
declare (Section 1985): ‘*The State in any 
criminal prosecution :shall be ailowed an ap- 
| peal on/y in the cases and under the circum- 
stances mentioned in the next succeeding 
section.” 

The next section (1986) reads as follows: 
|**When any indictment is quashed or ad- 
judged insufficient upon demurrer, or when 
judgment thereon is arrested, the court in 
which the proceedings were had, either from 
its own knowledge or from informat?on given 
by the Prosecuting Attorney that there is 
reasonable ground to believe that the defend- 
ant caa be eonvicted of any offense, if prop- 
erly charged, may cause the defendant to be 
committed or recognized to answer anew 
ndictment; or if the Prosecuting Attorney, 
prays an appeal tothe Supreme Court, the 
court may, in its discretion, grant an appeal.” 

The statute is too plain to be misunder- 
stood. The Supreme Court has repeatedly 
passed upon its meaning when misunderstood 
by ignorant country prosecutors, the last 
decision being in 1879, in the case of the State 
vs. Bollinger, reported in the sixty-ninth 
| volume of the Supreme Court reports. After 
| quoting the two sections above set ou t, the 
inom says: “We think it quite clear that 
under the above sections the right of tne State 
| to proseeute an appeal is limited to those 
cases where the indictment has been adjudged 
to be insuificient either on motion to quash, 
on demurrer or motion in arrest of judgement

THE scientific hydraulic engineers who built 
a center wall in the mouth of the largest 
sewer in the city and then left thesewer filled 
with loose supporting timbers have had the 
satisfaction of demonstrating that natural 
causes will produce natural results. An ex- 
amination of the Mill Creek sewer yesterday 
developed a mass of timbers, driftwood and 
dead carcasses lodged against the obstructing 
divisien wall, constituting a most perfect 
dam. The recent break resulted directly 
from this choking-up, which any schoolboy 
could have predicted, knowing the peculiar 
construction of the sewer. Explorations 
reveal that the sewer has been filling with 
debris for months. In some cities, where 
Incompetency does not find honor and 
steady employment, it is customary 
to send men occasionaliy into the large 
sewers to investigate their condition and see 
that obstructions are removed. It is evident 
that not a man connected with our public 
works has had his nose inside the lower sec- 
tion of the Mill Creek sewer for six months. 
In view of all the facts,this sort of negli- 
gence is nothing less than .criminal, In 
neariy every department ofthe city govern- 
ment we are confronted with the same sort of 
stupidity—expensive as well as annoying— 
and it is abouttime for the tax-payers to 
enter their protestin such an emphatic way 
that the gentlemen at the City Hall will be 
likely to hear it. 


WHEN the present sessionof the Legisla- 
ture convened we sent, by way of compliment, 
one of our most talented and accomplishea 
reporters upto Jefferson City with instruc- 
tions to permit nothing of importance to es- 
cape him. This is the sad wail that reaches 
us this morning from the melancholy and 
heart-sick young man:

I asked Mr. Hudson on two occasions, after 
what had transpired as above stated, to re- 
port Mr. Fsberto the proper authorities as 
having no license, and as running a dram- 
shop. This hedeclinedtodo. I thenreport- 
ed the facts to the Chief of Police, who 
promptly had Mr. Esher. summoned to ap- 
pear before the Police Court. How often he 
was sosummoned Ido not know, nor dol 
know how often it was continued, but finally 
the case was set for hearinz on the 21st inmst., 
aud I was there to _ prevent any 
further delay, if possible, and so informed the 
City Attorney. The City Attorney calied the 
case and continued it until the 25th inst., to 
which I made objection. He then said he haa 
a note from the Collector requesting the con- 
tinuance, and that it rested with the Col- 
lector. I will state here that Mr. Hudson 
says he did not send such anote. In a econ- 
versation with Mr. Hudson, after I had filed 
my protest against any license to Mr. Esher, 
be promised me he would not issue any license 
in this case without first letting me know.

The Office of Clerk of the Criminal

quired bond, $10,000, atonce. Mr. Charles 
EK. Lambert and Capt. Finney will be reap- 
pointed to the deputy clerk- 
ships they held under Mr. Clabby’s 
administration. The term of the appointee 
will expire January ist. It is generaliv un- 
derstood that Mr. Stead wili be a candidate 
for the office at the November election. This 
is the first public office he has beld. For the 
past tive days, since the removal of Mr. 
Clapby, the business of the court has been 
accumulating. The indictments returned by 
the last grand jury were ut away 
sufely. No arrests could e imade, 
however, as there was no Clerk to issue 
capiases. This work will be disposed of im- 
mediately, and the 375 capiases on indictments 
acainst the lottery men will be served at once. 
Mr. Stead is a clever young man anda great 
friend of Dick Lancaster, to whom he un- 
doubtedly owes his appointment.

Complaints having become numerous from 
property-holders and residents on Seventh 
and Eighth streets, between Franklin avenue 
and Biddle streets, regarding the conditions 
of the negro and white hovels in the vicinity, 
a PostT-DIsPATCH reporter last night visited 
the locality, with the view of ascertaining 
the grounds ’upon which the griev- 
ances were based. The large tenement 
structure in the rear of 714 Seventh street, 
known as the Franklin building, was first in- 
spected, the entrance, and the only one, being 
effected through “Clabber aliey.”? The sounds 
of the reporter’s footsteps attracted the 
attention of the inmates, and like a 
pack of coyotes, when surprised by a 
stranger’s approach, they protruded their 
heads from every available aperture. 
The first floor, composed of about ten rooms 
was occupied entirely by the negro element 
of the most depraved order. Nu merous ques- 
tions were applied to them without eliciting 
a civil reply. 

ONE OLD WOMAN 
when asked ber name reiused to give it by 
the advice of the balance, they 
believing that the visitor was an 
officer in disguise. Each room was occupied, 
vot by a singie yperson, or man and wife, but 
an eniire family, men, Wwomeu and children 
sleeping in the same bed, or, more properly 
speakiug, on mildewed and rotten mattresses 
and old bedclothes stretched up- 
on the floor, The second flight, 
which was reached by a rickety 
stairway, Was occupied by a mixed negro and 
ltalian element. The reporter happened in 
just at the time of the reguiar evening row. 
Ihe Itaiian Women were drunk and fighting 
between themselves, the negro women and 
men yelling and screaming in approbation, 
while tue little childreh were run- 
ning backward and forward crying and 
frightened. Upon the third stoop, known iu 
Clabber alley parlance as Castile Thunder, a 
repeliing sight was presented, that in abject 
horror Was wuever in _ the — siightest 
degree approached. In a large 
room, or at least two which had been 
formed into one by destroying the interven- 
ing partition, upona filth-bezrimed floor, 
RECLINED IN BEASTLY DRUNKENNESS 

several negro men and women and three 
white women, the latterin a half-nude con- 
dition, and the vessels from which their liba- 
tions had been imbibed consisting of battered 
oyster cans which had been picked up 
probably upon the streets. Their intoxicant 
consisted of stale beer which had been 
“canned” from beer kegs standing on the 
outside of saloons after having been used. 
The unexpected intrusion upon their orgies 
aroused the human monsters and attracted 
their attention for a moment. One of the 
white women, whose: face was partially de- 
stroyed by a disease, and otherwise presented 
a bloated and disgusting sight, wita the ut- 
most sang froid requested « “‘chaw of terbac- 
co.’ The reporter upon informing the woman 
that he had none was the recipient of a vile 
epithet and told that he ought to have it. 
Stretched in one corner of the room, upon a 
bed of straw saturated with filth, lay a white 
child whom, the abovementioned woman 
claimed as herown. Emaciated with disease 
and probably hunger,

failing, however, to reach the stony heart 
of its mother, in whom even the voice of na- 
ture was dead. The vile creature was asked 
her name, and replied with an imbecile grin 
thata good many years ago it bad been 
Nellie Bay, but now was simply 
“Limping Lizzie.” This apparenily 
humorous reply evoked a general laugb frouw 
the balance and the reporier withdrew. Prob- 
ably some fiction writer can, iu this woman, 
find a remarkable character without resorting 
in the least to his imigination. A descent 
was then made into the adjoining yard, con- 
necting by means of dark, narrow passages 
with the alley. Here the mud 
and filth was from six inches to 
two feet in depth, in which hogs were wal- 
lowing, chickens struggling, and children 
filthily clothed paddling about. Within five 
feet of this garbage and filth were the sieep- 
ing rooms of the denizens upon the first floor. 

The building nexttotne Frankiin, and 
adjoining Monahan’s stable at the rear, was 
next given a superficial examination, the-in- 
mates With one accord barring their doors 
against the intruder. This structure has 
been given the happy appellation of ‘* The 
Robbers’ Retreat.” Were 

THE DARK DEEDS OF CRIME 
that have been enacied here unfoided, the 
building Would not require condemnation by 
the authorities. Directiy across the alley 
from this structure stands a one-story, time- 
battered tenement, in which last nignt a 
lively fight was progressing between a drunken 
white woman named “Blinky Mag’? and a 
negro girl called “Tough Aunie,’’ of about 
eighteen years, over the possession of a 
drunken white man who bad been “steered”? 
into the alley for the purpose of 
robbery. The field was left open 
for the combatants, no oflicer appearing. 
Strange as it may seem, no attention whatever 
was paid to the encounter by the other res- 
idents, it being too commonplace an affair. 
Across Carr street, in the same alley, a sim- 
ilar scene presented itself. The air was filled 
with the frenzied execration of drunken 
negro men, the women were brawling, 
and the children crying. On the corner of 
Clabber alley and Carr street, Where stands 
a low dive of a saloon, : 

THIRTY OR FORTY NEGRO ROUSTABOUTS 
were sianding on tiie sidewaik, Lotuily ob- 
structing it, cursing and swearing, while the 
bar-keepers seemed to relish their language, 

Mr. Monahan, whose livery stable is on 
Seventh, between Franklin avenue and Carr 
told the reporter thatthese crowds of jlaw- 
less and brutal negroes terrorized the entire 

‘ ’ 
neighborhood. Women and young girls were 
afraid even in the day time to pass along Carr 
street between Sixth and Seventh. The Detter 
class of people had thus been forced to leave 
the locality, whose apartments were retaken 
by the lower element. Every night, he said 
as the hours waxed later, the demoniaca 

ells of the Clabber alley denizens crew 
ouder and louder, banishing all hope of 
sleep from the person in hearing distance. 
Property, he said, had depreciated to such an 
extent as to be almost worthiess, which was 
attributable to these causes only. Mr. Mona- 
han was asked what course ne thought should 
be adopted by which the trou- 
ble could be, abated. Iu reply 
he stated that after having given the matter a 
vast amount of consideration he believed 
that the remedy lay within the jurisdiction of

the Health Department. While it was next 
to impossible to secure the condemnation of a 
building where the walls were intact, 
they certainly could be removed, or 
at least placed in sanitary condition, a8 a 
measure of public safety and necessity. Even 
so early in the season as this, Mr. Monahan 
continued, the fatal gases that emanated from 
the foul garbage and excrement on the surface 
of the ground disseminated itself for blocks and 
blocks, requiring people to sleep with the 
windows of their houses closed in order to 
avoid as much as possible the death-dealing 
odors. It was a well knowa medical fact, he 
said, that ordinary malarial fever 
could be intensified, by the aggregation of 
numerous Cases in such a pestilential locality, 
into contagious diseases of an epidemic na- 
ture. Mr. Monahan was asked if the police 
never took any action in the case. 

The question evoked a smile from the gen- 
tleman, he stating that they claimed they 
were restricted and unable todo anything. 

THE “RIVER RATS’ ROOST,” 
a resort for roustabouts, in **Wildeat Chute,” 
the alley between Seventh and fighth, and 
Franklin ave. and Wash,was next the objective 
point. In one of the rooms of this dive were 
found huddied together a repulsive-looking 
Italian woman, nicknamed “The 
Queen,” a negro girl, and 4 
raft of children, black, yeliow and white, 
some of whom were sick. Negro men and 
women were carousing in the next room, en- 
livening the affair occasionally with a fight. 
In this same locality also is situated * I'he 
Lovers? Retreat.’”’ Similar scenes 
as related above were witnessed here. 
On the southeast corner of Eighth and Bid- 
dle, over the grocery store, is located **Fort 
Pillow’? and “Paradise.’’ [n the attic of this 
building hegro families were hud- 
dled together like 80 many Cal- 
tle in a pen. The walls were 
begrimed with disgusting filth and dirt, 
and the yardiu the most terrible condition 
imaginable. Here also 
THE NIGHT IS USHERED IN 

with the introductory orgies of 
the megroes, that die away as the 
dawn appears. The patient and long 
suffering people in the neighborhood above 
mentioned are now being moved by au in- 
dignation thatis eminentiyjust. But withal 
their remonstrances are fraught with no 
benefit, as they pass unheeded and 
unacted upon by the authorities. Right 
in this connection it might be pertinent 
to ask, Where is the Board of Health? 
lt is asserted unanimously by the neighboring 
people that not tbe slightest endeavor 
is made by the Board of Heaith 
to force the negroes into compliance with the 
sanitary laws. The knowledge that the 
labyrinthian and almost impenetrable re- 
treats of ‘*Clabber Aljiley,’’ “‘Lovers’ Re- 
treat,’?’ “Fort Pillow,” eic., afford a 
hiding piace for the wropng-doer 
from which itis almost an impossibility to 
extricate him has inspired neyzroes, men and 
women,ito the committal of crimes that oth- 
erwise would bave never been attempted. In 
these slums the midnight bur- 
glar, the prowling chicken thief, 
the thug, and men of this class, tind protec- 
tion almost invulnerable, where the argus 
eye ofthe law seldom penetrates. A re- 
moval of the buildings would do away with a 
vast amount of crime, from murder to petty 
theft.

Mrs. Dixon, the runaway wife, and her 
partner, Jobn G. Curtis, have been tracked to 
Chicago. <A dispatch from that city states 
that the pair were at the Tremont House 
yesterday, registered as ‘**Mr. and Mrs. J. G, 
Curtis, St. Louis.’’ 

The woman was called upon by a reporter 
and the telegram states that she told him that 
she had left her husband on accountof his 
cruelty towards her. She further claimed 


that Dixon was twenty-five years her senior 
and that, therefore, there could be no bond of 
sympathy between them. Young Curtis also 
made his statement, in which he contradicis 
all that his father says about him. 
John alleges that he will be 21 years of age in 
September and that at that time he will come 
into possession of considerable property, 
which wiil enable him to be his own master. 
His intentions are to marry Mrs. Dixon just 
as soon as her husband secures a divorce 
from her. The scapegracé was cool enough 
to admit frankly that he thought 
the wronged husband had _=§ suflicient 
grounds for institutiug such proceedings. 
The parties interested in this city have made 
no attempt to intercept the couple, and they 
left Chicago last night, giving out that they 
were bound for Louisville, Ky. 

Mr. Barnett Dixon, the husband, arrived 
at the Union Depot last night, where he was 
met by bis brother-in-law, John A. 
Ladd. Mr. Dixon had only 
heard an intimation of what 
had happened, and it was only after his ar- 
rival here that he heard the detaiis of the 
shameless transaction. He was almost pros- 
trate with grief, but said nothing. He visited 
his children, and spent last night at ihe house 
considering « plan of action. This morning 
he removed the children ‘to his mother’s 
house, in the neighborhood. 

The colored servants, Annie Forman aad 
Sallie, were discharged this morning, and 
leftthe house together at 11 o’clock. They 
were much to blame, inasmuch as they might 
have prevented the elopement by sending 
word either to Mrs. Ladd, Mrs. Dixon’s 
mother, or to Mr. Curtis, the 
Lothario’s father, both of whom 
live in the immediate neighborhood. 
When asked why they had not done this, both 
giggied and said that they did not think it 
was any oftheir business. Mr. Dixon will 
close up his residence at 315 Channing avenue, 
bis children remaining for the present 
at the home of his mother-in-law. 
As to his future action, he will say nothing. 
It ‘is stated, however, that he will make no 
attempt to pursue the runaways, and that he 
will jet his wife follow the course she bas 
chosen. He will bein the city several days, 
and his friends say that proceedings for udi- 
vorce are now being prepared. 

In reference tothe wife’s statement about 
cruel] treatment, her own relatives deny this, 
and state that Mr. Dixon had always been 
most kindjandfaffectionpate in every way. He is 
not as old as she alleges, being about 4) years

“A NEW FACT.” 


The Attorney-General Says He 
Learned it on the 24th Inst. 


- — 


The Circuit:-Attorney Says He Informed 
Mr. McIntyre of the Same on the 
21st Inst. 


Eager were the lottery men and anxious to 
have ajury pass upon Circuit Attorney Har- 
ris’ action in breaking open their safe, and in 
the eagerness of their anxiety the matter was 
yesterday laid over by them in the Court of 
Criminal Correction until next Saturday. 
The alleged reason was that Col. 


Slayback, Lebndorf’s attorney, was en- 
gaged in the Circuit Court. In _ the 
meantime the action of Attorney-General 
McIntyre in approving the information, 
afier the prosecuting officer and his assistant 
had refused to do so, is receiving severe crit- 
icism. On last Monday, the 24th, the Attor- 
ney-General, in explaining his position toa 
reporter, said: “I signed this information 
because [thought it was my painful duty, 
though I disliked to do so very much. In 
view of the affidavits presented to mein this 
case [ thought it was one that demanded in- 
vestigation, and I was informed that unless 
I filed this information it would not be 
filed. Infact I heard this morning a new 
fact in the case, that a policeman had seen 
the men throwing -iottery tickets or checks 
into the safe and locking it when the arrest 
was made, but with the affidavits before me I 
had no option—no election.” Serious excep- 
tion to the truth of these statements credited 
to the Attorney-Gcneral is taken in the office 
of the Circuit Attorney. Some new facts 
that place Mr. Meclntyre in a very 
peculiar position have been discoy- 
ered. On the 20th inst. the 
Attorney-General telegraphed Circuit Attor- 
ney Harris: “I have been asked to approve 
an information against you for breaking open 
asafe. What are the particulars?” This was 
received in St. Louis at 4 p. m., April 20th. 
Marshall F. McDonald, Mr. Harris’ clerk, 
under instructions, wrote a letter covering 
three pages—an official communication made 
under oath of office, giving the details. In 
this Mr. Harris ssid he had been informed of 
what the contents of the safe probably 
were. Thefactfurther came out in teati- 
mony given before the grand jury pbat the 
papers, books and checks were conclusive 
evidence of the fact that the owners had been 
engagedin the continual commission of a 
felony. On the lothinst. the headquarters 
of the lotiery were raided by police. As the 
officers entered the man in charge threw sey- 
eral bundies and papers into 
the safe and quickly turned 
the combination, refusing to open 
it when requested to doso. ‘The place was 
taken charge of by the police. Mr. Lehndorf 
putin an appearance, and was repeatedly 
asked to open the safe, but refused to do so 
under orders from the Circuit Attorney. A 
locksmith broke open the depository,and, the 
letter state,“*the character of the contents for 
proving the guilt exceeded our anticipa- 
tions.’ A full Jist of the papers and 
books and their character were 
given in the letter, which went out 
in the same evening’s mail, reaching Jeffer- 
son Cily ebortiv after midoight,jand was dis- 
tributed in the mail of the morning of the 
2ist. The intormation was signed a few min- 
utes before noon on the 22d,enabling the spe- 
cial messefdger of the lottery men to take the 
afternoon train, arriving in St. Louis that 
evening. If the mails carried as usual this 
letter of the Circuit Attorney was in the 
Attorney-General’s hands thirty-six hours 
before the information was signed.

Inthe one case the 
petitioner moving the court for an 
inquiry is Louis L. Allen, 
President of the Lawrence County 


Bank, Pierce City, Mo. He alleges that his 
brother Joseph W. Allen has been an inmate 
ef St. Vincent’s Asylum in this city for 
twenty-one years past. During that time he 
has been supported by the benefits received 
from membership in two lodges of 
Odd Fellows. This fund was coliected from 
time totime by Elisha Allen, a brother now 
deceased, and upon an accounting witb the 
asylum it appeared that the deceased 
brother collected 3500) more than 
was paid out for the care of the 
insane patient. No guardian had ever been 
appointed, neither had any verdict cfa jury 
ever been rendered declaring Joseph W. 
Allen insane, but it becomes necessary now 
to have a guardian appointed in order 
that the sum of money due 
from the deceased brother’s estate may be 
recovered. The patient at St. Vincent’s is 
well advanced in years. Early in life he was 
the victim of disappointed love and it 
preyed upon his mind to  sucb 
an extent that he ultimately became 
insane and incapable of managing his affuira. 
His brother’s attorney, Mr. Lubke, paid a 
visit to the asylum a few days since to confer 
with him, and for a time his conversation was
